"The U.S. government has said 
repeatedly that the Palestinian issue 
is one of three key issues to be solved 
in the Middle East conflict. The 
other two are the nature of peace and 
boundaries. We are in the process of 
discussing ail these issues with the 
governments concerned. We have 
taken no position on how any of these 
issues should be resolved. We have 
said repeatedly it is up to the parties 
concerned to settle them in 
negotiations." .

The Treasury spokesman said last 
night that his office was not conduc- 
ting an "investigation" Into Abba 
Eban’s foreign currency accounts. 
All they were doing, he said, was 
checking whether the former 
Foreign Minister's 
through these accounts, both held to 
toe U S., were in accordance witn 
the terms of the permit he had 
received some 10 years ago. 

The Treasury began looking into 
the matter a week ago on receipt of 
an anonymous letter charging Eban, 
No. 3 on the Alignment's list of can- 
didates and potential Foreign 
Minister again, with foreign curren- 
cy violations such as Prime Mini ster 
and Mrs. Yitzhak Rabin were recent- 
ly found guilty of. _ 

Eban himself has admitted that he 
did not apply for a renewal of toe 
permit when it expired, with all 
others for personal accounts abroad, 
in February 1975. But. the Treasury 
spokesman said, many people hod 
not troubled to renew their penmts 
as, he admitted, toe demand that 
this be done had not been adequately 

P The spokesman said that failure to 
renew the permit would be con- 
sidered a mere technical error ana 
not subject to prosecution, no 
further' action would be taken, 
therefore, if transactions since then 
were in accordance with the terms 01 
the permit. 

Eban himself asserted last night 
that the accounts were held with 
legal authorization.

statement saying: 

"Fbr nearly 10 years I have main- 
tained accounts in foreign currency 
abroad In accordance with a 
declaration and permit required by 
law. These accounts are 
necessitated by my literary and 
academic activities abroad. 

"Transfer of funds from these ac- 
counts to Israel has been made con- 
tinuously and openly through Bank 
Lent™ Le'Israel to Israel. It is evi- 
dent that the bank also acted to ac- 
cordance with the same declaration 
and permit.” , . 

Sources close to Eban explained 
that over the past two years he had 
transferred to Israel a large part of 
what he earned abroad — from his 
books, lectures and academic work. 
Much of the remainder comprises 
advances from his publishers. Ran- 
dom House, for two books he has un- 
dertaken to write: one an 

autobiography, and the other a text- 
book on diplomatic metoodH. 

'Hie sources explained that he 
must keep this money to dollars and 
available in New York — to be 
returned to the publishera in toe 
event of his failing to deliver toe 
books. (The first part of the 
autobiography is due ° ut 
the other book would probably be 
shelved if Eban comes back into toe 
government after toe elections.) 

The sources added that Eban 
needs money abroad, too, to pay to* 
literary agent, and to pay the 
salaries of his full-time secretexy m 
New York and his research assistant 
who is helping him gather material 
for toe diplomatic textbook. He also 
uses the money abroad for hto °wn 
frequent and qften lengthy visits to 
- toe U.S. and other countries.

Jerusalem Post yesterday that the 
concession did not represent a sur- 
render on the union’s, part. In fact, he 
said, the ships will not move from 
Haifa nor will ships outside the ports 
enter the harbours until a "clear 
agreement” is reached at a meeting 
scheduled today with toe Histadrut. 
The Ratings Union and toe shipping 
comp *"* "* are also scheduled to take 
part in the meeting.

Mehoulal 
said shippers will in toe future prefer 
foreign ships "because we cannot 
take such losses, unless the ship- 
ping companies guaranteed no more 
strikes for the duration of the labour 
contracts to the merchant fleet. 

Ztm general manager Yehuda 
Rotem put the direct loss suffered by 
Zlm at near the &m. mark. 
claimed that the loss m credibility 
and goodwill was even greater. He 
maintained that toe dispute was not 
over a few thousand dollars in 
differential pay, but over the very 
future of toe merchant navy. 

Adam Chisik, union secretary, said 
earlier that he would never sign 
away the union's right to strike, but if 
a fair contract can be worked out, 
there is "no reason" for strikes. 

The Ratings Union, deeply con- 
cerned over its future, made it clear 
that it will "come into the picture if 
the officers are given any con- 
cessions. The ratings called on toe of- 
ficers to "sit down together to work 
out our future.” noting that though 
they represent opposing interests, 
“we sail to the same ships together.

Holim' s 3,000 clinic doctors are star- 
ting an all-out strike today to press 
their demands for higher wages. 
Negotiations between toe doctors 
and sick fund officials broke down 
yesterday evening. The only excep- 
tions authorized by the Israel 
Medical Association, which has call- 
ed the strike, are those who live In 
the outlying villages they serve, and 
those doctors in X-ray institutes 
treating malignant growth*, tor" ' 

. Simha Keizman, secretary of the 
Medical Association, announced the 
following emergency measures: 
Clinics will remain open and give 
all usual para-medical services. 
They will provide patients with a list 
of doctors who receive patients at 

home. . . . 

The IMA has authorized such doc- 
tors to charge IL 90 for each visit to 
his home. If the doctor pays a house 
call, he can charge IL 130. 

The doctors must give receipts and 
the patients can apply to Kupal 
Holim tor the return of the money. 
(So far, Kupat Holim has been 
authorizing toe return of a max- 
imum of IL 50 per visit.) 

Prescriptions can be presented as 
usual at Kupat Holim pharmacies. 

Within a few days , if the strike con- 
tinues, the Medical Association 
plans to set up an alternative 
medical service manned by com- 
plete teams of doctors in most towns. 
In emergencies, patients should 


closest hospital on emergency duty. 

Early yesterday, it seemed that 
there was a good chance that toe 
strike would be called off. 
Negotiating teams headed by Dr. 
Rami YIshay, head of the IMA, and 
professor Haim Doron. head of. 
Kupat Holim, had reached a "work ... 
toe basis" for postponing the strike: 
This consisted of giving the clinic 
doctors a ILL.030 a month salary in- 
crease and_UEdattog toe sums paid 
for additional services, such as over- 
time and carrying a large patient 
load.

Yeruham Meshel. secretary-genera^ 
of the Histadrut. called in both 
negotiating parties, as well as Acting 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres.

He made an alternative proposal: 
That the pay for additional duties 
would he "brought up to date." no 
doctor would receive less than IL5,- 
000 a month, and the IU.,030 salary 
rise "would he discussed and decid- 
ed upon" within a fortnight. 

Dr. Yishay and his negotiating 
team saw toe new proposals as a 
retreat from the original Kupat 
Holim proposal, and, after leaving 
the meeting at toe Histadrut. met 
with other IMA leaders, and decided 
to call the strike.

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The platform's 112-man crew was 
evacuated when the blowout began 
late Friday night. Yesterday it was 
feeding a 30km- long oilslick being 
whipped eastward by gale-force 
winds towards toe coasts of Norway 
and Denmark. - 

Norwegian, authorities warned all 
North Sea countries about toe dis- 
aster, and asked tor chemicals Mid 
special oil nets to help contain the 
slick. 

Paul “Red" Adair, a leading 
American expert on oil blowouts, 
was summoned to Phillips' head- 
quarters In Stavanger, Norway, 
yesterday. Officials said he and 
another expert plan to enter Bravo 
with a small rubber boat. Meanwhile 
the fire vessel Seaway Falcon 
sprayed water on the platform to 
reduce the fire hazard. 

A Phillips spokesman said the plat- 
form was being "worked over " — 
jargon for routine maintenance — 
when toe accident happened, and Its 

blowout preventer had been removed 
as part of the procedure. 

When this Is done, heavy mud Is 
poured down toe hole to maintain 
pressure. "But it looks as though 
there was a sudden upward move- 
ment in the pressure," the 
spokesman said. 

Another spokesman said toe com- 
pany was considering trying to

BONN. — West Germany believes & 
planned military trial of two of its 
citizens In Israel bn charges of 
terrorism belongs properly in a 
civilian court with full public access, 
Bonn Foreign Ministry officials said 
yesterday. 

However, the Germans are 
waiting for further clarifications 
from Israel in the cases of Brigitte 
Schulz, 23. and Thomas Reuter, 24, 
who were seized In Kenya over a 
year ago and brought to Israel after 
they allegedly tried to shoot down an 
El A1 passenger plane In Nairobi. 

Israel, -in response to a German 
request, last week officially 
elaborated on some aspects of the af- 
fair, but the Germans are still not 
satisfied and “insist*' on additional 
information on the charges against 
Schulz and Reuter, the cir- 
cumstances of their transfer from 
Kenya to Israel, and on their defence 
- and trial arrangements, 
f Bonn wants certainty that the two 


suspects get a “fair trial,” officials 
said. While remaining Arm on this 
point, they apparently hope the 
matter can be resolved quietly 
through diplomatic channels, after 
the In part sensational German press 
coverage of the past few weeks. 

Relations, between the two coun- 
tries were clouded when the West 
German government protested to 
Jerusalem at the end of last month 
that it was .told only two weeks 
earlier — one day before an official 
visit by .Foreign Minister Hans 
Dietrich Genscher in Israel — that 
Schulz and Reuter ' had been held 
secretly In an Israeli prison since 
January 197B. 

Israel has informed Bonn in the 
meantime that it will be able to send 
an observer to the military trial and 
that the two German defendants 
have a choice of attorneys from an 
official Ust containing 1,529 names. 

The trial was 'scheduled to open 
before the end of this month, but 
German officials do not rule out a 
delay.

Allon tells French left-wing weekly: 

No peace in Mideast without 
ensuring Pales tinian rights 


PARES (Reuter) . — Israel's Foreign 
Minister Ylgal Allon said in an Inter- 
view published today that he 
believes peace cannot be achieved in 
the Middle East without taking Into 
account the right of the Palestinians 
to have a fatherland. 

Asked for his views on President 
Carter's recent statement that the 
Palestinians had a right to a 
homeland, Allon told the left-wing 
weekly news magazine “Le Notxvel 
Observateurr": ‘‘For myself, I 
would say that we should refuse a 
peace that would not. take into ac- 
count a fatherland for the 
Palestinians.” 

But he added one condition, that a 
new Palestinian state should not be 
completely cut off from its Jorda- 
nian neighbour, “so that it would not 
be irredentist and aggressive 
towards us." 

Allon said: “What we would 
accept would he a Palestinian state 
politically bound to Jordan, with one 
overall sovereignty but two 
autonomous regions on one side and 
the other of the river Jordan." . 

Asked whether he would be 


prepared to accept the presence of 
PLO chief Yasser Arafat at a resum- 
ed Middle East peace conference in 
Geneva, Allon replied: “So long as 
the philosophy upheld by the PLO Is 
one of genocide, we cannot discuss 
with their representatives.” 

Allon said Israel had agreed to 
negotiate at Geneva “with a delega- 
tion not entirely Jordanian, but of- 
ficially Jordanian -Palestinian." 

This means, he said, . ,L that we 
accept Palestinian negotiators as 
they are, and that we will not ask 
them for their credentials.*'

Appeal to Soviet 
lawyers to back 


COPENHAGEN (AP). — The 
Chilean regime has agreed to ex- 
change-13 political prisoners for 13 
prisoners from camps in the Soviet 
Union, the Danish Sakharov Com- 
mittee said on Friday. 

The committee has sent a list of 13 
dissidents to the Soviet authorities, 
recommending their exchange. But 
so far there has been no reply from 
Moscow, the organization said. 

The Sakharov Committee is a 
private human rights organization 
which last December mediated the 
exchange of Vladimir Bukovsky, a 
Russian critic of the Soviet system,- 
for Chilean Marxist leader Luis Cor- 
ral an. 

The dissidents named included 
three- members of the Soviet branch 
■of. Amnesty International; -Sezgej* 
Kovaljov. Eduard Kuznetsov and 
Valentin < Mbfris. Also on“*the list 
suggested by the Sakharov Com- 
mittee are Ukrainian nationalist 
leader Vjatsjeslav TjernevU, writer 
Vladimir Osipov, Georgij Vina, who 
is head of the illegal Baptist Church 
in the Soviet Union, and three un- 
identified women. 


The International Association of 
Jewish Lawyers and Jurists has 
appealed to the Moscow Bar 
Association In behalf of Russian 
Jews wishing to emigrate. 

In a cable sent by Supreme Court 
Justice Haim Cohn, president of the 
association, It was pointed out that 
the fundamental human rights of 
these Jews are violated when they 
express a wish to emigrate. "They 
are dismissed from their jobs 
without legal cause and exposed to 
persecution in various forms." the 
cable said. 

Calling attention to the great 
moral and juridical obligation of 
lawyers everywhere, including the 
lawyers of the Soviet Union, the 
cable appealed to Russian^awyers

Dutch to probe art collector 


THE HAGUE (AP). — The Dutch 
Justice Ministry said on Friday that 
a dossier on the wartime activities of 
Jacobus van Tilburg, a Dutch im- 
migrant in South Africa, will be 
forwarded to the attorney general In 
The Hague for study. 

The move follows newspaper 
reports in South Africa and the 
Netherlands which have alleged that 
the S8-y ear-old Dutchman obtained 
part of a multimillion dollar art 
collection from Jews killed in World 
War n. 

The ministry said, however, that 
at this stage there was no question of 
an official inquiry. 

The ministry said the file relates to 
van Tilburg's trial in 1948 for con- 
duct contrary to the national interest 
during the war. 


The allegations against van 
Tilburg, who has lived in South 
Africa since 1951, followed the dona- 
tion of hia art collection to Pretoria 
University. The university has said 
it will return the paintings if the 
allegations are legally proved. 

The Rotterdam daily "Algemeen 
Dagblad." one of the newspapers in- 
vestigating the case, said the collec- 
tion is valued at around $8m. The 
paper said there are "big question 
marks" about its origin. 

Van Tilburg, a wartime alderman 
in the town of Dordrecht near Rotter- 
da m , is said by "Algemeen 
Dagblad" to have looked after 
valuables including paintings 
belonging to Jews taken to Nazi con- 
centration camps. 


Six held in Ramat Hasharon case 

Special teams probing 
drug abuse in youth

TEL AVIV. — Thirty-five teenagers • 
from suburban Ramat Hasharon 
have admitted using illegal drugs. 
Some of them also said they had par- 
ticipated in burglaries to finance the 
purchase of drugs. 

■ This was revealed Friday morning 
by police chief Moahe Tiomkin in- a 
hastily convened press conference at 
Tel Aviv police headquarters. The 
press conference was called follow- 
ing reports on Israel Radio that as 
many as 300 youths, primarily from 
the Ramat Hasharon Comprehen- 
sive High School, have been using 
drugs. 

Tiomkin told reporters that, 
following intelligence reports at the 
beginning of 1977, a special police 
unit was set up to Investigate the 
scope of the drug problem in Ramat 
Hasharon. The seven-man team in- 
cludes three police Investigators 
with training in psychology, 
criminology and special education. 

Over the past month and a half, 
Tiomkin said, the team has in- 
vestigated. 50 youths. Many of them 
had only experimented with drugs 
occasionally, but some had used 
them over a longer period. 

So far six arrests have been made 
— three suspected pushers and three 
students caught in possession of 
drugs. One of the students also ad- 
mitted buying and selling drugs. 

One of the suspected pushers, Zion 
Oded. 19. of Ramat Hasharon, has 
already been in police ' custody for 
over 30 days. His remand was ex- 
tended on Friday, on the authority of 
the attorney-general,' after police 
said they hoped to bring him to trial 
in the near future. 

Tiomkin noted that 11 youngsters 
are believed responsible for 26 thefts 
and two burglaries from- local 
businesses. Some of these thefts, he 
said, were carried out to obtain 
money for drugs - 

The teenagers, he pointed out, 
have mainly been using hashish; but 


some marijuana and opium has also 
been found. The students use the 
drugs at parties, while listening to 
music, drinking or pl&yihg cards. 
Most of these activities were carried 
out at private Ramat Hasharon 
homes, when parents were absent. 
But police also found that one pusher 
had rented a local apartment tor 
"pot" parties. No drugs have been 
found In the school. 

The information concerning the in- 
vestigation has been passed on to the 
Mfnistry of Education and the 
Probation Service. The service has 
set up a special team of its own to 
deal with the problem. 

Tiomkin also pointed out that the 
problem of drug abuse among youth 
was not confined to Ramat 
Hasharon. The investigating team 
had also discovered drugs in other 
northern suburbs of Tel Aviv. 
Tiomkin refused to give further 
details. Previous reports, he said, 
had hurt the investigation. 

He said that in the first three 
months of 1977, 275 persons had been 
arrested on drug charges as opposed 
to 655 In all of 1976. Further, In 1977. 
400 grams of heroin, 24.7 kilograms 
of hashish. 65.9 grams of opium and 
75S grams of marijuana had been 
seized in the Tel Aviv Police District. 
With a problem of this size, it is 
clear, he B&id, that drugs filter down 
to the youth. 

Fessah Belkin, head of the Ramat 
Hasharon Local Council, said that 
lectures had been delivered about 
the use of dangerous drugs. But, he 
pointed out, the class which had 
heard the most lectures had proven 
to be one of the centres of drug 
abuse. 

He distributed a communique on 
behalf of the parents' committee 
which criticized the radio broadcast. 
It further stated that the parents had 
no intention of striking the school, as 
reports had suggested. But on T.V. 
Friday night he said parents were 
mistaken if they thought education 
began at school.

Tests will show 
how patient died 
after anaesthetic

PET AH TIKVA. — A post mortem 
examination is being carried out to 
determine the cause of death of a 
local woman who is believed to have' 
died as the result of a hospital- 
administered anaesthetic. The out- 
come of the post mortem is expected 
to be announced later this week. 

The dead woman is Ztta 
Rochoreger , 33, mother of three, who 
was admitted two weeks ago to the 
Sharon Hospital for minor surgery 
on her wrist. Preliminary ex- 
aminations showed the woman to be 
in good health before the operation. 

However, while the anaesthetic 
was being administered, her heart 
began to fail. Efforts were taken by 
the operating-room team to restore 
her normal heartbeat; but fearing 
that brain damage had already 
resulted, Sharon transferred her to 
Beit Levinstein for special care. 

On Friday, April 15, Itta 
Rochoreger died. 

One hospital spokesman noted 
that, once in several thousand 
operations, a healthy young person 
dies under the anaesthetic. But only 
the full post mortem will determine 
the exact train of events that preced- 
ed Mrs. Rochoreger's death, de add- 
ed.

The Pakistan National Alliance 
(PNA>, a coalition of nine opposition, 
parties, has staged massive street* 
demonstrations almost daily since 
the March 7 national elections. It has 
demanded that Bhutto resign, the 
national assembly be dissolved and 
-new elections be held. The FNA has 
rejected Bhutto's attempts to reach 
a political compromise short of 
resignation. 

More than 200 persons have teen 
killed during the campaign in street 
battles between- rival political 
groups and between protesters and 
security forces. The Pakistani army 
Is now under orders to shoot curfew 
violators on sight. 

Zt was reported on Friday that 
workers in most major cities, except 
the four under martial law, were 
observing a general strike called by 
the PNA. But Islamabad, the 
nation's capital and ' administrative 
centre was quiet as Bhutto met with 
‘190 ruling party members of the 
national assembly and senate.

Madrid moves to legalize labour unions 


MADRID (UPI). — The Spanish 
government has ruled that labour 
unions — outlawed and replaced for 
38 years by a monolithic official 
"Sindicato" — will be able to gain 
legality beginning next Thursday. 

Premier Adolfo Suarez and his 
ministers took the decision on Fri- 
day during a regular Cabinet 
meeting. 

A communique said 'the Cabinet 
approved a royal decree that 
regulates the basic aspects of the fil- 
ing of statutes by the new labour 
organizations and is inspired by the 


principles of simplicity and speed. It 
responds to the respect of the 
freedom of the association, without 
previous authorization." 

The government statement said 
the decree will be printed in the State 
Gazette and take effect bn April 28. 
Details of the decree were not im- 
mediately released. 

The new decree Is the latest step in 
a drive by Suarez and his labour 
relations minister, Enrique de La 
Mata, to “normalize" the labour 
situation in Spain and dismantle the 
"Sindicato," the Franco-era vertical 
labour-and-management structure.

Belgian Premier to 
form new government 


BRUSSELS (AP) . — King Baudouin 1 
has asked Premier Leo Ttoderoans, 
whose moderate Social Christian 
Party grained strength in last week’s 
national elections, to form a new 
government. 

Tindemans, who has led a coalition 
government for the past three years, 
was expected to seek a governing 
alliance with the Socialists, 
Belgium's second-strongest party. 

The Social Christians emerged 
from -last Sunday's voting with 80 
eats in the 212-seat House. 


KINSHASA. — Zaire President 
Mobutu Sese Seko yesterday flew to 
the country’s vital mineral belt to 
review loyalist forces that he claims 
are routing rebel invaders who 
streamed over the border from 
Angola six weeks ago. 

Mobutu boarded a flight for the 
copper mining hub of Kbtwead, which 
was to have been the next rebel 
target when a massive infusion of 
Western aid helped Zaire slow the in- 
vasion’s momentum earlier this 
month. Some 1,500 Moroccan 
soldiers were part of the aid. 

The pro-Western president was ac- 
companied on the. flight by top 
government officials, diplomats and 
foreign reporters. Apparently he 
was intent on backing up statements 
he made on Friday that the invaders 
were fleeing the battle-torn Shaba 
province “in total rout.” 

Meanwhile, Ugandan President 
Idi Amin assured the pro-Western 
Mobutu regime of troop support. If 
needed, but warned Washington on 
one hand and Moscow on the other 
hand about interfering in Zaire. 

Amin- who on. Friday made a sur- 
prise visit to Kinshasa to meet with 
Mobutu, told reporters that the 
“superpowers must not interfere In 
Africa." 

Mobutu has gained pledges of 
some fl5m. “non-lethal” U.S. 
military equipment since the 
reported invasion. However, Mobutu 
has stressed he did not want 
Washington to intervene militarily.

MANILA (Reuter). — People in the 
southwest Philippines have voted 
overwhelmingly against plans to 
merge 33 provinces into an 
autonomous Moslem region there, 
official results showed yesterday. 

The government electiog'uommis- 
sion said 95 per cent of over three 
million votes cast had rejected the 
proposal in last Sunday's referen- 
dum aimed at ending a four-year 
Moslem rebellion. 

The rebel Moro National Libera- 
tion Front (MNLFi, which would 
have controlled the region, 
boycotted the poll. 

The election commission said 8.- 
019.140 of the area's 3,558,537 
registered voters had cast ballots.

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Energy plan rocks U.S. confidence 
in its economy, but not in Carter 


PHILADELPHIA (AP). — Presi- 
dent Carter's energy, programme 
has jolted the confidence of 
American consumers and' created 
massive uncertainty among U.S. 
households,- a polling firm said on 
Friday. 

But 'another poll found the U.S. 
public^ nevertheless overwhelmingly 
approves almost all major points of 
the austere programme and that his 
job-performance rating . has in- 
creased since he unveiled the plan. 

Sindllnger and Co. reported that 
Carter's proposal touched off the. 
largest one-week decline in . the 
financial confidence in U.S. 
households since Sindllnger began 
its daily surveys 22 years ago. 

The Philadelphia firm measures 
confidence In terms of a household's 
ftnanMftl liquidity. That liquidity 
tumbled 10 per centage points in the 
seven days ending Thursday, the 
firm said. 

But Carter's personal popularity 
has held, despite the President's own 


prediction that it would decline 
because of his energy proposals. The 
report said Carter’s new programme, 
caught the public so off guard.that it 
hasn't e ven taken the time to do what 
it usually, does first — . blame 
somebody- 

ABC news-Harrls poll- results 
released on Friday showed that 
Carter's overall job-rating actually 
climbed to a margin of 69 per cent 
positive and 2 ? per cent negative, 
compared to the 66-28 margin he had 
before he presented his energy plan. 

Meanwhile. Carter's proposal for a 
new U.S. Department of Energy, the 
centrepiece . the energy, 
programme,' remained stalled Fri- . 
day In congressional committees 
that have ted the legislation for 
almost two months. 

The new department, expected to 
he headed by White House energy 
adviser James Schleslnger, would 
administer most of the fuel-pricing 
and energy-conservation measures 
Carter wants enacted.

All three countries have denied in- 
volvement, saying the conflict is an 
internal affair. 

Tjie last official glimpse of the em- 
battled Shaba province was in mid- 
March when Mohutu and others 
rushed hack to the capital on news of 
an abortive coup attempt killing the 
president of the neighbouring 
republic of the Congo. 

Though the government quickly 
rolled hack on announcements on 
Friday that it had recaptured the 
key border town of Kap&nga some 
400 kms. northwest of Kblwezl, it has 
stood by claims that the rebels are In 
“panic-stricken" flight. They are 
trading their uniforms for civilian 
clothes seized from the local popula- 
tion and dumping their huge 
arsenals of “Soviet-made" arms. It 
was reported. 

Official reports say the “general 
offensive" against the rebels slowed 
down due to large quantities of 
mines, and that It is nearing 
Kap.anga and a second rebel 
stronghold at Mutahatsha. *

MOSCOW (UPI). — Eritrean 
separatist guerrillas have attacked 
Ethiopia's only oil refinery In the 
port town of Assab. the Soviet Party 
dally "Pravda" reported yesterday. 

In a report from ita correspondent 
in Addis Ababa, "Pravda" said 
Eritrean separatists set fire to two 
large oil storage tanks at the 
refinery. 

Quoting Ethiopian Information of- 
ficials, the paper said one of the 
tenks exploded but firemen manag- 
ed to extinguish the blaze In the se- 
cond tank. “Pravda" quoted Ethio- 
pian officials as saying the sabotage 
resulted in the destruction of three 
million litres of oil. 

The Eritrean rebels themselves 
claimed in Cairo on Friday that they 
had captured the northern Ethiopian 
towns of Tessenei and Il&derd, tak- 
ing 100 prisoners. 

Meanwhile, the Ethiopian news 
agency reported that militia forces 
had killed 233 insurgents in- the 
southeastern province of Bale. 

The "Infiltrators" were killed in 
intensive mopping-up operations in 
the province which had been 
affected by guerrilla activities for 
several months, the agency said. 

It added that the insurgents were 
believed to have been trained and 
armed by neighbouring Somalia. 


WASHINGTON. — America's . out-

WASHINGTON. — Egyptian Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat is said to have 
spent a remarkable 30 to 40 per cent 
of his time talking 1 about Africa dur- 
ing his recent meetings with Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter, top con- 
gressional leaders and other senior 
U.S. officials. 

This was Sadat's way of 
demonstrating to the Americans that 
he was not simply a parochial ArtLb 
leader interested only in discussing 
the Arab-Israell conflict and bi- 
lateral, U.S. -Egypt! an issues, such as 
economic and military assistance to 

Egypt. Sadat wanted to show that he 
was in fact a global statesman, 
someone to whom the U.S. could turn 
In attempting to counter Soviet 
penetration of Africa. 

Carter and his aides, already im- 
pressed by Sadat’s “moderation" in 
seeking ways to reach additional 
progress towards an Arab-Israell 
settlement, were pleased by Sadat’s 
African initiative. In fact, American 
officials insist that this was probably 
the most unexpected development of 
the Sadat visit here. No one really ex- 
pected the Egyptian leader to be will- 
ing to devote so much of his talks 
here to Africa. 

When it comes to African 
problems, Sadat has good creden- 
tials and speaks with authority. He 
does represent an Important African 
country _ — being a leader, in the 
Organization of African Unity 
(OAU). Egypt has crucial strategic 
interests in that part of the world. 
Sadat, moreover. Is respected by 
Black African and other Third World 
leaders. 

Thus, it becomes obvious why 
Washington was anxious to take ad- 
vantage of Sadat's offer to help the 
Americans in Africa and why the 
Americans were ready to promote 
Egypt's case. 


State Department was on alert, fear- 
ful that actual fighting between the 
two Arab nations might erupt as Li- 
byan and Egyptian troops massed 
face-to-face.

And Sadat knows that defensible 
borders for Egypt in the south re- 
quire a friendly regime In Khartoum. 

If pro-Soviet forces succeed in tak- 
ing over Zaire, which is south-west of 
the Sudan, the chances of a coup in 
the Sudan would seem to have in- 
creased. According to U.S. sources, 
that's why the Egyptian President is 
so keen on helping Zaire. 


THE AMERICANS seem convinced 
about Sadat's genuine intentions. 
While they deny that Washington and 
Cairo have set up a formal connec- 
tion to combat the Soviets in Africa, 
they do not deny that American- 
Egyptian interests In that continent 
seem to have converged. 

Sadat realizes that by his standing 
up as America's ally or surrogate in 
Africa, he automatically scores Im- 
portant points in the U.S- — a benefit 
he is very much interested in win- 
ning. He wants to endear himself to 
the U.S. for several reasons: 

• so that the U.S. will continue to 
provide Egypt with a billion dollars a 
year In economic aid, massive doses 
of private investment capital and 
badly-needed technological 
assistance: 

• so that Washington will continue 
to press for an Arab-Israeli settle- 
ment on terms as close as possible to 
those acceptable to Egypt. And this 
means that the U.S. will have to 
pressure Israel Into withdrawing 
from the territories captured during 
the 1967 Six Day War; 

• so that the U.S. might yet come 
around and provide Egypt with 
sophisticated military equipment, in- 
cluding F-5E fighter bombers and 
missiles. 

Egypt is said to view developments 
in Africa from the classic, Soviet- 
Am eric an cold war perspective. The 
rivalry between Washington and 
Moscow may be shifting from the 
Middle East to Africa, and Sadat 
wants to make certain that he is un- 
derstood as being on the American 
side. He also wants to prevent a 
• situation whereby he is surrounded 
by "hostile" states, supported by the 
Kremlin.

THE LIBYAN "al-JOaad" daily last 
week carried a front page story 
claiming that Egypt’s President 
Anwar Sadat is deeply involved in a 
multi-million dollar illicit trade In 
antiquities. 

According to the paper, Sadat’s 
secret trade was revealed when 
Cairo police earlier this month 
arrested a well-known petty crook in 
the city while in possession of an- 
tiquities worth hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. First, the man 
refused to talk ... "but after a suf- 
ficient dose of torture for which the 
Egyptian police are so well 
known' '...he told all he knew, the 
paper added. 

"And how they (the Egyptian 
police) wished they had not pushed 
for information!" The man claimed 
that he was employed by none other 
than the President of Egypt and that 
his job was to organize for the 
smuggling of some of Egypt’s most 
valuable antiques abroad. He further 
stated, the paper claims, that he bad 
been working for Sadat for years, 
and that all in all he had handled 
raiinnns of dollars worth of illicit 
merchandise for the president. 

"Our relationship has been a long 
pnri fruitful one," the paper reports 
the man as saying.

At the White House working dinner

Washington regards the current 
situation in Africa as very fluid. The 
Carter Administration is rightfully 
concerned over the course of 
developments then., but the post 
Vietnam mood here limits U.S. op- 
tions in providing either direct or in- 
direct U.S. assistance to anti-Soviet 
forces. 

That’s why the State Department 
is so happy to see Egypt help out. 
even though no one here really knows 
how much that Egyptian help will 
mean in the end. 


IN BEIRUT, the wires report that 
the police have run out of traffic 
tickets and when a policeman Bees an 
illegally parked ear he simply lets 
the air out of one of Its tires. 

The lack of ticket forms is the least 
of the Lebanese police’s woes, they 
write. After 20 months of civil war, 
the national police force has only 7,- 
000 men to do the work of 30,000 — 
with only 12 patrol cars in all of 
Beirut. 

Worse on those rare occasions 
when thieves are caught: there are 
hardly any lockups to keep them in or 
courts to try them at. Due to the 
serious situation and the soaring 
crime rate officials are reported to 
be contemplating a novel solution — 
a police draft. 


Last week it published some gems. 
One from a Ra’af at Abdin who 
demands that a new law be passed to 
force all householders to hang lamps 
outside their windows In Cairo. Since 
there is little chance the authorities 
• would ever do anything about solving 
the street lighting situation, he 
writes, at least let the citizens 
themselves help out. so that the 
streets will once again be safe to 
walk in at night. 

The paper also ran a whole series 
of letters on Indira Gandhi's 
defeat last month. Ibrahim Marwan 
writes that it was the Moslems, .of In- 
dia who brought Gandhi down. 
The reason; She refused to supply 
their brothers in Egypt with MIG Jet 
engines the country so badly needed. 

Sobhi Abu Daoud draws another 
conclusion from Mrs- Gandhi's 
defeat. “Look." he writes, Golda 
Meir fell from power after the Oc- 
tober 1973 war. Mrs. Peron was 
■ ousted from the Argentine, and now 
Mrs. Gandhi has been defeated in In- 
dia. The obvious conclusion from this 
all," he concludes, "is that women 
should stay out of politics." 


BUT PERHAPS the planners know 
what they are doing If we are to Judge 
from two reports in the same daily. 
The paper carried a letter from the 
head of the Haaakeh village council 
who complained that after many 
years -of fighting, the authorities 
finally built a hospital in his town. 

The new hospital was opened with 
much pomp and celebration on 
November 16. 1978 — but to this day, 
not a single patient has been ad- 
mitted. The reason: The authorities 
have failed to find a doctor willing to 
work in the agricultural community, 
and as a result the inhabitants of the 
area are still forced to travel for days 
in order to get any qualified medical 
help. 

On the other hand, we read that 37 ,- 
869 tourists visited Syria In the first 
three months of this year — over a 
third of them from Western coun- 
tries. 


THE SYRIAN "Tishrin" daily last 
week carried a very long and detail- 
ed report on Syria’s five year 
development plan which went into 
effect in 1975. The paper did note that 
many of the goals set have been 
achieved, but at the same time 
criticized what it called some severe 
shortcomings. The paper said that by 
1980 there will still be 35 per cent of 
all households — or some three 
million people — without electricity, 
purl that there will still be 1.5 million 
people drinking contaminated water. 
The paper also criticizes the plan's 


AND BACK to Egypt where in a rare 
signed piece, the editor of the semi- 
official "Al-Ahram,” All Hamdi el- 
Janunal accused the Kuweit! press 
of trying to compete with the Libyans 
as to who can write the best diatribes 
against the Sadat regime. 

J animal claimed that the Kuwelti 
journalists filing stories out of Cairo 
would use any piece of information 
no matter how unsubstantiated or 
how false — In order to dig at the 
Sadat regime. 


He said that in most cases, Kuwelti 
journalists knowingly file lies about 
his country — and half-truths are not 
uncommon. 

Jammal noted that he realized long 
ago that the Kuweiti press had 
become purely commercial and that 
it would stop at virtually nothing in 
order to sell paper..."but even in 
commerce some honesty is 
necessary.” 


British F.M. to Cairo today 


CAIRO (Reuter). — British Foreign 
Secretary David Owen arrives here 
today on a two-day visit during 
which Egypt will urge Britain to play 
an active role in achieving a Middle 
East settlement. It will be Dr. 
Owen’s first Middle East tour since 
he became Foreign Secretary last 
February. 

Egypt 'relies heavily on the U.S. to 
help resolve the Arab-Israeli con- 
flict, but also believes the European 
Economic Community (EEC) should 
plav an active part in negotiations. 
The British Foreign Secretary is the 
present chairman of tl*e EEC 
Foreign Ministers' Council. 

A commentator of the Egyptian of- 
ficial Middle East News Agency 
i MEN A) said Egypt and Britain 
both agreed on the need to speed up 
efforts to settle the Middle East 
crisis at an early date. 

"Britain has supported Egypt s 


stand that a Middle East solution, 
acceptable to the Palestinians, is a 
cornerstone of any settlement in the 
region," the commentator said. 

The British Foreign Secretary, 
who leaves for Damascus on Tues- 
day, will also meet President Sadat, 
Prime Minister Mamdouh Salem 
and Arab League Secretary- General 
Mahmoud Rlad. 

The MENA commentary praised 
what It called Britain's willingness 
to help an ambitious Egyptian 
programme to build a sophisticated 
weapons industry with the hacking 
of Arab oil money. 

"Britain has also refused to sub- 
mit to Zionist pressure to Impose a 
ban on military supplies to Egypt, 
the commentator wrote.

Concentration camp opera 
casts death as friend

The composer and librettist were 
tolled at Auschwitz in 19 m about a 
month after they finished the opera. 
The opera, which made its American 
premiere on Thursday, reveals 
courage and humour .In the face of 
death. “It probably couldn't have 
been written anywhere else," said 
English conductor Kerry Woodward. 
“On the one hand it's full of despera- 
tion and on the other full of hope. 
Both these elements are so deep and 
so strong that -it would have had to 
come from somebody who really ex- ' 
perienced these things in full 
measure." 

The 1 opera was written and 
rehearsed at Theresienstadt, a show- 
case concentration camp used for in- 
ternational inspections. But the Ger- 
mans did not allow “Emperor of 
Atlantis" fo be performed because of 
its anti-war sentiments and thinly 
disguised satire of Adolf Hitler. 

Theresienstadt was actually a way 
station for Auschwitz. Composer 
Viktor Ellman and librettist Peter 
Klen were able to hand "Emperor of 
Atlantis" to a friend before being 
shipped off to their deaths. 

The friend, Dr. H.G. Adler, sur- 
vived the camp and tried to get the 
opera performed immediately 


following the war, but no one was in- 
terested. 

In 1973 he mentioned -it to 
Woodward, and the young conductor 
started to piece together the torn and 
ragged manuscript which bore the 
blue pencil of the censor. "The 
libretto was typed on the back of 
forms people filled in when they 
came In to the camp," be said. 

Woodward conducted the world 
premiere of the opera in Amsterdam 
in December 1973, The' San Fran- 
cisco performance was the first in 
English. 

The opera is an allegorical fable In 
four abort scenes centred .on the 
figure of death, who abdicates his 
duties to protest the despotic 
emperor's presumption in ordering 
him to lead a universal war. Without 
death, there Is no relief for the suf- 
fering of the oppressed people of 
Atlantis, 

“A very strange disease has 
broken out, no one can die," sings 
one of the 10 characters. 3h a haun- 
ting “Dance of Death," actors in 
grey and brown clothes drift in the 
unending throes of death about a 
bleak stage with a black backdrop. 

Only when the emperor eventually 
agrees to be his first victim, does 
death resume work and the opera 
closes with a chorale praising 
“Death, our worthy, honoured guest. 
Into our hearts descending. Lift all 
life's burdens from our breast — 
lead us to rest, our sorrows ending." 


Uneasy Wall Street reaction

market recorded some widespread 
losses last week in an uneasy Initial 
reaction to President Garter’s 
energy proposals. 

In the decline, big-name Issues 
ranging from IBM and Eastman 
Kodak to Sears Roebuck and 
General Motors touched new lows 
for the year. 

The Dow Jones average of 30 In- 


dustrials fell 20.89 to 927.07, wiping 
out most of the previous weeks 's 
28. 88-point gain. Standard and 
Poor’s 000-stock composite index 
slumped 2.60 to 98.44, and the New 
York Stock Exchange's composite 
index of all its listed common stocks 
was down 1.35 at 53.89. Volume on 
the N.Y.S.E. averaged 21 J.7 million 
shares a iay, down from 24.78 
million the week before.

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Energy challenge 


PRESIDENT CARTER’S long-awaited new energy policy is 
less an experiment in economic management than a radical 
proposal in social engineering with the aim of changing the 
course the American people' have pursued for most of this cen- 
tury. 

What is being challenged by the President is indeed what is 
known as the American Way of Life, a life of collective super 
self-indulgence, whose attempted emulation by other less for- 
tunate countries has often proved disastrous. 

Changing course through a change in national attitudes will 
be an especially difficult task for the United States. The sheer 
size of the country and of its society, with a large majority of the 
population having shared in the material benefits of the Era of 
Cheap Energy, is one source of expected difficulties. 

The political alienation of a substantial part of this majority 
as a result of Vietnam and Watergate is another. And the 
American political system of checks and balances, which is in- 
tended to ensure minimum government intervention and the 
ability of organized interests to neutralize any policy departures 
which they perceive as harmful to themselves, la yet another. 

Rumblings of opposition have already come from Congress 
and this can be expected to take on major proportions in the 
coming months. In order to succeed, the President will have to 
go over the head of Congress to enlist the support of the people, 
and through them the support of that element of the legislature 
which is open to the call of national, as opposed to special, in- 
terests. In order to accomplish thin Mr. Carter will need every 
hit of support he can get from the opinion-making mass media, 
and there Is good reason toi interpret the public relations efforts 
of his first three months in office as having that purpose. - 

There are several reasons why Israel should be concerned for 
President Carter’s success in putting across his new energy 
policy: 

A more than convincing argument has been made as to the im- 
portance of the policy for the strength of the American economy 
and for America's self-confidence whichhas been eroded In the 
traumatic seventies. Both aspects are important for Israel as an 
ally and admirer of the U.S. 

It goes without saying that Israel is vitally interested in any 
• development which is intended to reduce American dependence 
on Arab oil and American susceptibility to Arab oil blackmail: 

There is much to be said in favour of the Carter Administra- 
tion devoting. Its main energy and attention to such a major 
domestic challenge rather than to such naively illusory and 
dangerous notions as bringing off a tour deforce final solution of 
the Arab-Israel dispute which has defied well-intentioned ef- 
forts for close to three decades; 

And finally, successful implementation of such a novel policy 
in America is sure to have a salutary demonstrative effect upon 
Israel, helping us bring about an even more urgently needed 
about-turn to a national life style more in keeping with our own 
political and economic realities. 


Zaire can help itself 


THE CONFLICT over the Shaba province of Zaire is obscured in 
a mist of confusion and contradictions. The facile interpretation 
is to see it all as. a straightforward confrontation between a 
Marxist Angola, Russian-backed, and a democratic Zaire, 
American-backed. 

The reality Is more complicated. President Mobutu's regime 
is not ex ^^ - ^r^ erar;~~5n^ ^. . a lot Of antagonism 

among Its own population. The Shaba province, formerly 
Katanga, contains all the country's mineral wealth, and is ex- 
ploited by the authorities in Kinshasa. This is a long-standing 
grievance, and the secessionist attempt by the late Moise 
Tshombe dates back to the time when the Belgian Congo (as 
Zaire was previously called) first achieved independence. 

The present invading force has moved in from Angola, but 
seems to consist mainly of Katangese expatriates. The Russians 
and the Cubans outdo each other in protesting that they have no 
part In It. But the evidence suggests that they are involved. The 
Katangese invaders were trained by Cubans. ■ Moscow 
denounces Western aid to Mobutu, and Peking denounces the in- 
vasion of Zaire, which it declares to he instigated by the Soviet 
Union. The point is that the Russian sphere of influence is ex- 
panding in Africa — into Angola, Mozambique and, most recent- 
ly, Ethiopia (not to speak of Algeria and Libya In the North). 

Fortunately there is an element of restraint on both sides. The 
Russians realise that, unless they keep a low profile, the best 
arguments of the Western non-interventionists will go by the 
board. President Glscard d’Estaing, who wants to protect what 
he sees as the second biggest French-speaking country in the 
world (25m. inhabitants) from a Communist take-over, did not 
dare do more than supply transport planes — to help bring rein- 
forcements, not from France but from Morocco. 

All sidea are trying to keep this a strictly African affair ; to the 
extent that the local pygmies, with their bows and arrows, have 
had & field 'day. 

The Organization of African Unity has sent its Secretary- 
General to investigate. He would do well to persuade Mobutu 
that the best way to security for his regime would be through in- 
ternal reform. The Shaba province must be given an ap- 
propriate say in the country's affairs. Letting this territory, and 
its abundant natural resources, fall into the hands of the 
secessionists and their backer, Agostinho Neto of Angola, is no 
solution.

The speaker is Haim- Bar-Lev, 
- Minister of Commerce 'and Industry 
and head of the Labour. Alignment’s 
campaign committee. 

Bar-Lev, who was interviewed at me 
Ministry in Jerusalem last week, ad- 
mits that the main difference 
between the present and the previous 
Labour Party planks on the paace- 
and-territories issue Is a semantic 
one; intended to sharpen the contrast 
between Labour's position and that 
of the Likud. 


The previous plank did -not rule out 
negotiations on territorial con- 
cessions an the West Bank.Bar-Lev 
does not confirm but neither does he 
deny that direct talk* had been' held 
in the past with King Hussein on & 
version of the Allon Plan — which 
had been rejected outright by Hus- 
sein. Such talks were not prevented 
by the earlier party position. 

The problem, Bar-Lev feels, is that 
the previous position was vague 
enough to permit widely differing In- 
terpretations. “Now,” he says', “it is 
much clearer. Anyone remaining In - 
the party after the adoption of this 
plank is assumed to agree with the 
principle of concesslona in Judea and - 
Samaria in return for peace." 


THE 'REFERENCE to “anyone 
remaining in the party" is obviously 
to the departure of Mordechai Ben 
Porath and to the decision of Moshe 
Dayan to stay with Labour. 

■ Isn’t Dayan a problem in thia 
regard? At this paint Bar-Lev turns 
formalist. Dayan’s staying on the 
Labour list should serve as an admis- 
sion that he is running with a party 
that has officially adopted a clear-cut 
attitude an .such territorial con- 
cessions, he says. ■ . 

BarLev adds that he, too, favoured 
the overture made to Dayan In the 
letter from a substantial number of 
Labour candidates. This proposed 
the submission of the issue to new 
elections if and when it comes to im- 
plementing a territories for peace 
trade-off. should a coalition partner 
so demand. 

So what baa changed? Could a 
Labour government haye gone to a 
reconvened Geneva conference 
sometime in late 1977 on the basis of 
the old mandate? Apparently, yes- 
What was needed, and what was ob- 
tained from the February conven- 
tion, was a semantic change helping 
Wnpara to stay in t)ie Alignment, and 
sharpening the declared differences 
between the Alignment and the Likud 
in the present electoral campaign. 


BAR-LEV MADE a name for- him- 
self by his unflappability, a 
characteristic which persuaded 
Golda Meir to “parachute” the ex- 
Ghief of Staff into her Cabinet at the 
beginning q f 1972 over the anguished 
protests of middle-level politicians 
who had been hoping for such ad- 
vancement themselves.

Bosses’ toys 


ISRAELIS who justly feel that they 
know everything there is to know 
about strikes may he Interested to 
hear what the textile workers of 
Mulhouse In Alsace have been doing 
lately. 

When the owners of a bankrupt 
four-factory textile complex went 
back to their native Switzerland, 
their 1800 employees were faced with 
unemployment, an Ofns report aays. 
In protest, the workers marched on 
Europe’s greatest collection of vin- 
tage cars, owned by the Swiss in- 
dustrialists — Hans and Fritz 
Schlumpf — and posted up a sign 
saying “property of the workers." 

The collection, valued at nearly 
HU60m., contains priceless Rolls- 
Royces and two Bugattis custom- 
made for royalty in the 1920s. The 
vintage cars were kept in condition 
by some of the few remaining 
qualified mechanics and the 
museum itself (referred to by a con- 
noisseur as “the Louvre of the 
automobile”) was guarded by a 
team of 25 former Foreign Legion- 
naires. 

One of the union officials declared 
that the work of thousands of people 
had enabled the two employers “to 
buy their expensive toys" and that 
the once prosperous factories had 
been sacrified to the brothers' mad 
passioxf. 

The Schlumpfs had been about to 
open their museum to the public (at 
HO a ticket) when they decided to 
leave France.

One would assume that the head of 
the Alignment’s campaign com- 
mittee would be tearing his hair out 
in fear that the election might lead to 
a non-Labour government for the 
first time ever. 

Every hair is in place, however, 
and BarLev seems to be o v e r s eeing 
the conduct of the campaign with the 
same equanimity which characteriz- 
ed his leadership of the army before 
the Yom Kippur War — and of the 
Southern Command, where he was 
dispatched by Premier Meir to 
restore order in the first traumatic 
days of the war. 

All Is far from lost. Bar-Lev 
believes. Both published and Internal 
polls indicate that a large proportion 
of the electorate have not yet made 
up their minds. And, he feels, the 
Alignment does have an Impressive 
record on which, It can run, in addi- 
tion to being identified as the party 
most open to Initiatives which could 
lead to peace. 

This record, he insists, coupled 
with the fact that it Is the only major 
party with a Zionist, worker, and 
hatutsic pioneering image, should 
help Labour maintain its power. 
When asked to detail what he meant 
by worker and halutsic images, 
BarLev falls back on the notion that it 
is important to keep the Histadrut 
“as not merely a trade union." 

The implication in this emphasis is 
that a government dominated by 
. either the Likud or the Democratic 
Movement for Change would be in- 
duced to dismantle the Histadrut in 
its present form.. This, he claims, 
would be bad for the country, for the 
Histadrut has proven itself to be a 
crucial mechanism for the develop- 


LABOUR, he declares, Is th.e only 
major party committed to.a policy at 
no unemployment even in these dif- 
ficult times. It has stuck to this policy 
In the last three years, and it wdl con- 
tinue to do so. 

Its handling of the problem of 
dwindling foreign currency reserves 
has been impressive. Compered with 
the dangerously bare cupboard It 
represented in 1974, the reserve s 
situation today is infinitely better* 
The policy of creeping devaluations 
is ■ & great improvement over the 
previous system of sporadic large. 
Sjcale devaluation which used to be 
unduly postponed, because of un- 
derstand&ble reluctance to resort to 
1 such-shock mechanisms. 

The government’s implementation 
of the recommendations for family 
support payments may also be seen 
as one of the brightest jewels In the 
crown of the Labour administration. 

The major problems in the 
domestic field. Bar-Lev contends, are 
Inflation, labour relatione in the 
public sector, and the ordering of the 
'capital market. The Implication la 
that a party , that has done , so im- 
pressively well .In other areas could 
be trusted to apply its power had 
knowhow to tackling these as yet-un- 
; solved problems, too. 


As head of his party’s electoral cam- 
paign, Bar-Lev is something of an 
anomaly. Never a party politician 
before his appointment to the 
Cabinet, he has kept rather aloof 
from party polities in the ensuing 
five years. In explaining his Pairing 
on the new job he resorts to'the 
traditional chestnuts of party , 
stalwarts: “My comrades thought 
that I was suited for the job, and I felt 
that it would provide an interesting, 
albeit temporary, challenge. So I 
took it." The * *thfr-party-caUed-so-I- 
answered” line ill-fits Bar-Lev, and it 
must be' one of the He rigour stock 
phrases he picked up while sw itching 
careers. 

While Bar-Lev declines to speak. at 
his own plans beyond emphatically 
disclaiming any ambitions in the 
direction of the Ministry of Finance, 
there is more than a faint Impression 
left that he feels five years In the 
Ministry of Commerce and Industry 
has been more than enough.. His tak- 
ing on the present, eminently 
political post may be an Indication of 
Bar-Lev's intention to establish his 
credentials as a basis for moving on 
to bigger and better things, if and 
when Labour forms the next govern- 
ment. 

It is a reasonable assumption that 
any man who can asailrfc' .thill' it Is 
merely a question of “when" gpd not 
“if" will have Labour's king and 
prince makers' very much beholden 
to him when it comes time for the dis- 
tribution of the party's power 
strongholds.
